2015. 

Weatherly retained his Mayor 
ProTem status receiving 244 
votes. He was followed by Ad¬ 
ams with 241, Williams 238, and 
Carlton 209. Brian Major, anoth¬ 
er newcomer to the scene, was 
edged out by a mere five votes. 
He received 204. 

Rounding out those running 
for Commission include Charles 
Choate with 187, Jay Black 176, 
John Wiley Gannon 140, and 
Larry Crafton 55. 

Fulton County Magistrate Dis¬ 
trict Two George A. Jones (D) 
retained his seat earning 52.83% 
(355 votes) of the votes. Dan¬ 
iel A. Zickefoose (R) earned 


40.48% (272 votes) and write in 
candidate Jordon O’Neal receiv¬ 
ing 6.70% of the vote (45). 

Incumbent Jailer Ricky Par¬ 
nell also retained his seat for his 
sixth term earning 60.89% of the 
votes (1,166). While Christopher 
Garrigus earned 749 votes or 
39.11%. 

In the highly contested race for 
the United States Senate, Mitch 
McConnell (R) received the most 
votes in Fulton County, earning 
55.66% of the votes (1,087) to 
Alison Lundergan Grimes (D) 
who received 41.17% of the 
votes (804) and David M. Patter¬ 
son 3.17% (62). 

In the Fulton Mayoral Race 
David S. Prater defeated incum¬ 
bent Elaine Forrester. Prater re¬ 
ceived 64.27% (403) to Forrest¬ 
er’s 35.73% (224).

Most premiums for private 
health insurance purchased 
through Kentucky’s health insur¬ 
ance exchange, Kynect, will in¬ 
crease in 2015. 

Most of the people who have 
used Kynect have been added to 
Medicaid, the government health 
insurance program for the poor 
and disabled. Only about 85,000 
Kentuckians used the site to pur¬ 
chase private plans. 

Health insurance companies 
have filed their rate requests for 
2015, and the state Department 
of Insurance has approved most 
of them, reports Adam Beam of 
The Associated Press. 

Officials have approved a 15 
percent average rate increase 
for the Kentucky Health Coop¬ 
erative, which sold 75 percent of 
private plans on the exchange. 

Humana and Anthem Blue 
Cross Blue Shield each sold 12.5 
percent of the private plans on 
Kynect. Humana’s premiums 
will rise an average of 12.8 per¬ 
cent, but rates for Anthem will 
go down an average of 4.3 per¬ 
cent, Beam reports. Rates appar¬ 
ently have not been set for two 
new companies that will join the 
exchange, CareSource and Well- 
Care. 

“Rates off the exchange are 
increasing, too, in both the small 
group and individual markets,” 
writes Beam. For example, 
Time Insurance Co.’s individual 
rates will go up an average of 
15 percent, and the small group 
rates for Time, Bluegrass Family 
Health and John Alden Life In¬ 
surance Co. will rise an average 
of 5 percent. 

Department of Insurance 
spokeswoman Ronda Sloan told 
Beam that rates for large group 
plans were not available yet. The 
rate certification process will be 
finalized before open enrollment, 
which begins on November 15, 
2014 and runs through February

The averages can be mislead¬ 
ing because Kynect offers ap¬ 
proximately 70,000 different 
rates, which vary depending on 
numerous variables, such as the 
type of plan, where people live, 
how old they are and whether 
they smoke. 

Kynect was one of the few on¬ 
line health insurance portals that 
actually functioned when Obam- 
acare launched a year ago. An 
estimated 521,000 Kentuckians 
have obtained insurance through 
the website, reducing the state’s 
uninsured rate from 20 percent 
to 12 percent, Democratic Gov. 
Steve Beshear said in a recent 
video update. 

Beshear said this sharp reduc¬ 
tion in the uninsured proves that 
Kynect is working. Republicans 
say higher insurance premiums 
and difficulty finding doctors 
prove it isn’t.

Boom 
damaged 
after cable 
breaks

On Tuesday, October 28, 
Hickman-Fulton County 

Riverport Board met for the 
regular scheduled meeting. 
Members of the board were 
presented information on the FY 
2014 Audit by Kim Beanland and 
Rachel Dunsford with Williams, 
Williams, & Lentz LLP a 
few minor adjustments were 
recommended by the accounting 
firm. In the audit Ms. Beanland 
noted that the Riverport’s 
revenues were up approximately 
50% when comparing FY 2014 to 
FY 2013, aided by the addition of 
a new customers and an increase 
in agriculture revenue. This 
was the first audit performed by 
Williams, Williams, & Lentz LLP 
for the Riverport. “It was good to 
have a new set of eyes looking at 
the financial statements,” added 
Director Curlin. There were not 
enough board members present 
to approve the audit. 

In other business, Riverport 
Director Greg Curlin informed 
the board members of damage 
caused to the crane boom when 
the boom cable broke on October 
3. The boom tip was damaged 
when the cable broke and other 
sections of the boom showed 
bent lattices. The Riverport had 
an inspection performed by an 
engineer from F&M MAFCO 
from Cincinnati. “Normally the 
boom sections could easily be 
repaired, but with the age of the 
boom he recommends that we 
replace the boom, not just repair 
sections of it,” added Director 
Curlin. The actual cause of why 
and how the cable snapped is not 
known at this time. Along with 
the aging boom, the crane is also 
in need of a complete refurbishing 
or needs to be replaced with 
a refurbished crane or new 
one. “The Riverport has been 
spending money continuously 
on this crane and it needs to be 
replaced,” Director Curlin further 
stated as he passed around a list 
of 35 recommendations that need 
to be addressed. 

“We already know that it is an 
old crane that has been in service 
for over 40 years,” Director 
Culin said. “We have been 
talking about it since I arrived at 
the port and I have already been 
obtaining information on the cost 
of refurbishing our crane”. 

The board plans on having a 
special called meeting to discuss 
their options on how to start 
replacing the 1972 model crane. 

The September 2014 Operating 
Report reflected a barge report 
showing one coke barge and 30 
grain barges passing through the 
Riverport. “We are still quite

Falls jeopardize the health and 
independence of older adults. 
According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), each year, one in every 
three adults age 65 or older fall. 
The chances of falling and be¬ 
ing seriously injured in a fall in¬ 
crease with age. Falls can cause 
injuries such as hip fractures and 
head traumas. 

Fear of falling can cause some 
people to limit their activities. 
This leads to loss of physical fit¬ 
ness and makes a person less able 
to get around well. 

The good news is falls are pre¬ 
ventable. Following are some 
tips to help lower your risk: 

• Exercise regularly. Exercise 
helps to build strength, balance, 
and endurance. Talk to your doc¬ 
tor about what type of exercise is 
best for you. 

• Ask your doctor or phar¬ 
macist about your medications. 

Medications or combinations of 
medications can increase your 
risk of falling. Educate yourself 
on your medications. Make a list 
of all of your medications includ¬ 
ing over the counter. Don’t stop 
or change dosage without talking 
to your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Get an eye exam at least 
once per year. Poor vision in¬ 
creases the likelihood that you 
could stumble on uneven surfac¬ 
es. People with vision problems 
are more than twice as likely to 
fall. Wear sunglasses to reduce 
glare outside. Stay still and let 
your eyes adjust when going 
from light to dark areas. 

• Eat a healthy diet. Eating a 
well balanced diet will help you 
stay healthy and independent. 
Consuming an adequate amount 
of calcium and vitamin D can 
keep your bones stay strong and 
help prevent fractures if you do 
fall. 

• Have walking aids properly 
fitted. If you use a walking aid, 
such as a cane or walker, be sure 
it has been fitted to you. Walking 
aids can help you maintain or im¬ 
prove your mobility if used cor¬ 
rectly. Talk to your doctor about

working along side his wife, 
Teresa, and his children. 

In 1982 Greg and Teresa 
purchased land from Greg’s dad, 
James, keeping the family tradition 
of raising pecans alive. 

In 2000, Greg and Teresa decided 
to expand the business to include 
a shop on the farm, with Ashley 
manning five machines including 
crackers and a blower. 

Then another growth spurt 
occurred, just a few years ago, 
when the storefront at the comer 
of Moscow Avenue and Seventh 
Street was added to the now 
3,000 pecans trees. This includes 
farmland in the lower bottom, the 
dip, Hickman County, Ky., and 
Woodland Mills, Tenn. 

“The store front location was 
primarily a cracking business,” 
Goodson said. “We not only crack 
pecans, we also installed a machine 
that literally blows the ‘goodie’ 
(the pecan) right out of the shell.” 

As a “Kentucky Proud” 
business, Black’s is one of two 
pecan houses located in Hickman. 
They wholesale some of their 
pecans, and also send them out to 
be processed. Once processed the 
pecans are added to pies and other 
items baked at the storefront in 
Hickman. 


“People can order our products 
online and we can package them 
up and ship them anywhere,” 
added Ashley. “We wrap the pies 
in tin foil and then shrink wrap 
them twice before placing them in 
boxes.” 

The Blacks are looking to 
expand yet again with their fourth 
generation partnership between 
the females of the family, Teresa, 
Ashley and Felisha who recently 
acquired the storefront. They have 
been talking to stores ready to have 
products with the name Black’s 
Pecan on the shelves. “We are 
talking to stores working on deals 
to sell our products in grocery 
chain stores,” added Ashley. 

The store in Hickman will be 
open on a daily basis within the 
next couple of weeks, as meetings 
have been held discussing the 
current price of the tasty nut inside 
the little shell. “The last couple of 
years the market has been down,” 
added Derek and Ashley, who are 
hoping for a better return this year. 

Black’s Pecan will be open 
through March, with a plan to 
eventually keep the storefront 
open year round. Ashley invites 
everyone to stop by and see the 
new kitchen they recently installed 
and tour the facilities.

Murray State University edu¬ 
cation students are adding their 
support to a local middle school 
girl who was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin’s Lymphoma in Janu¬ 
ary of this year by collecting can 
tabs for the Ronald McDonald 
House. 

Alison Epperson, Assistant 
Professor of Health and PE in the 
College of Education and Hu¬ 
man Services at MSU, wanted 
her HPE 450: Teaching Strate¬ 
gies in Health Education class to 
become more aware of children 
who are experiencing cancer. 

As a family friend of the How¬ 
ells, Epperson knew that their 
11-year-old daughter, Mary 
Browder Howell, was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin lymphoma, a can¬ 
cer of the lymphatic system in 
January and is being treated at St.

Mary Browder explained 
about her treatment at St. Jude’s 
and presented information about 
the Ronald McDonald House to 
the class. The Ronald McDonald 
House provides supportive ser¬ 
vices and a “home-away-from- 
home” for St. Jude families and 
their children receiving treatment 
for cancer and other catastrophic 
illnesses. Recycled can tabs can 
be collected to raise money for 
the Ronald McDonald House. 

Epperson said that Mary 
Browder, who will be making a 
return visit to the class on Nov. 
4, enjoyed her visit to the college 
classroom, telling her dad “you 
don’t have to raise your hand in 
college.” 

Matt Darge, a student in the 
HPE 450 class, found Mary 
Browder’s visit to be rewarding 
for his studies and inspirational, 
as well. “My favorite part was 
meeting a person face-to-face 
who has experienced cancer and 
has been able to overcome that 
and continue living a ‘normal’ 
life of a sixth-grader,” Darge 
said.

and begin collecting for the Ron¬ 
ald McDonald House. The class 
is aiming high with a goal to raise 
60 pounds of can tabs — that’s 
more than 66,000 individual can 
tabs — during the effort. 

The tab collection is part of the 
Ronald McDonald #shareyour- 
stripes campaign. Epperson’s stu¬ 
dents are going to a sixth-grade 
class at Murray Middle School 
wearing stripes to encourage all 
middle school students to sup¬ 
port and collect can tabs. 

“I am really excited to be part 
of this project with great class¬ 
mates,” said Abbie Oliver, a 
student from the United King¬ 
dom who is studying at Murray 
State. “It was heartwarming to 
have Mary Browder come into 
our class and talk about her ill¬ 
ness and how she has dealt with 
it at a young age. She explained 
a lot about the Ronald McDon¬ 
ald House and how her parents 
would not have been able to do 
it (be with her in Memphis) if it 
was not for that support. I have 
not been involved with some¬ 
thing like this since studying in 
America so it is nice to get in¬ 
volved with the community and 
talking to different organizations 
about collecting the can tabs. It 
is really touching to be part of a 
project that impacts and improves 
lives just by doing something so 
simple.” 

Dr. Bob Davies, MSU presi¬ 
dent, plans on visiting the HPE 
450 course on Nov. 4. Davies’ 
daughter, Katie, is an eighth- 
grader at Murray Middle School. 

Additionally, class members 
will work in groups to create 
public service announcements 
(PSAs) for either St. Jude or 
the Ronald McDonald House. 
Epperson noted that in a coop¬ 
erative effort, technology staff 
will enhance the group projects 
for professionalism and Mur¬ 
ray State athletics has agreed to 
air the PSAs at home basketball 
games. Students will find that 
they are not only learning in the 
classroom, but are practicing col¬ 
laboration and becoming aware 
of the true meaning of service 
learning. 

Epperson and the HPE 450 stu¬ 
dents will be hosting a walk on 
Saturday, Nov. 22, which is St. 
Jude Children’s Research Hos¬ 
pital National Awareness Walk 
Day. The walk will take place 
on the Marshall Gage Track lo¬ 
cated in Roy Stewart Stadium 
on MSU’s campus. Murray State 
athletics is going to give a ticket 
to that day’s football game — 
MSU Racers vs. Tennessee State 
Tigers — to all who participate. 
There will also be a drawing for 
two sets of two tickets to a men’s 
home basketball game. 

Everyone is invited to come 
and bring can tabs and wear 
“stripes” for the Ronald McDon¬ 
ald House campaign. Epperson 
also encourages participants to 
take pictures and post them on 
social media with the #sharey- 
ourstripes hashtag to promote 
awareness of the campaign. 

There will be a $5 entry fee 
for the walk with a suggestion 
that walkers complete eight laps 
to represent the 80 percent cure 
rate for Hodgkin lymphoma. The 
walk will be held from 9-10 a.m. 
Pre-registration is not required; 
participants can sign in and make 
a donation on-site. 

Epperson is submitting a grant 
proposal to request funding to 
pay for a class trip to Memphis 
in December with Mary Browder 
and her mother, Renee, so the stu¬ 
dents can tour both St. Jude and 
Ronald McDonald House while 
delivering their collections in 
person to honor Mary Browder.

Economic development officials 
conduct spec building seminar

Economic development of¬ 
ficials representing the Fulton 
County Hickman County Eco¬ 
nomic Development Partnership 
(FCHCEDP) assembled at the 
Pontotoc Center in Fulton Thurs¬ 
day morning for a seminar in spec 
building best practices. The semi¬ 
nar was taught by Millie Calloway 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
Economic Development Group. 

Calloway’s presentation, which 
lasted about an hour, touched on 
different types of spec buildings 
that can be built, risks and rewards 
involved with the construction of 
spec buildings, the eight phases 
of building a spec building, suc¬ 
cessful communities, and TVA as¬ 
sistance. 

Different types of spec build¬ 
ing options include turnkey build¬ 
ings (ready to move in), shells (a 
bare-bones building with no flour 
poured, and cost estimates for 
completion), and virtual (com¬ 
puter rendering of a building on a 
particular property with cost esti¬ 
mates for construction). 

Benefits associated with having 
a spec building involve increased 
prospect traffic, minimal time 
frames for new industry to become 
operational, demonstration of eco¬ 
nomic development commitment 
from the community, and public 
ownership allows more room for 
negotiation with prospects. 

The largest risk associated with 
building a spec building is that it 
may not sell or lease within a rea¬ 
sonable time frame. This was the 
case for the Kaiser Automotive 
building in Fulton, which sat va¬ 
cant for years, as Fulton County 
Judge/Executive-Elect Jim Martin 
pointed out during the presenta¬ 
tion. Martin said that TVA was in¬ 
volved with the original construc¬ 
tion of the building. 

Calloway pointed out that sev¬ 
eral questions must be answered 
before a spec building can be built, 
including a plan for the worst-case 
scenario where a new building sits 
empty, such as how the building 
will be maintained and paid for 
if it doesn’t sell or lease within a 
reasonable time period. 

Fulton County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive David Gallagher said that the 
communities in the area have a 
good partnership with the Fulton 
County Detention Center and the 
Hickman County Detention Cen¬ 
ter that allows for relatively easy 
maintenance such as mowing. 

Calloway pointed out that when 
spec buildings fail, it is usually 
the result of poor planning, fi¬ 
nancing issues, poor location, and 
no expansion ability. She said that 
spec buildings should have a 4:1 
land-to-building ratio that allows 
for expansion on either side of the 
building. 

Financing options was the focus 
of conversation during part of the 
program. Calloway said that TVA 
provides economic development 
loans to qualified organizations. 
One requirement for qualification 
included the educational seminar 
that was conducted Thursday. 
TVA offers fixed rate loans at 
three percent annual percentage 
rate (APR), fully amortized over 
15 years, and a variable rate 1.5 
percent fully amortized over a 
15-year period. TVA only offers 
financing for up to 50 percent of 
the project’s cost, and its loans do 
not exceed one million dollars. If

FCHCEDP elects to build a spec 
building with a loan from TVA, 
it will have to fund the rest of the 
project from another source. 

The phases of spec building 
construction in Calloway’s pre¬ 
sentation included: 

Establishing a committee. Cal¬ 
loway said effective spec building 
committees include representa¬ 
tion from the fields of engineer¬ 
ing, legal, construction, utilities, 
architecture, government, finance, 
marketing, local industrial devel¬ 
opment, and a state or regional 
economic development organiza¬ 
tion. 

Research. Calloway said that 
the research phase includes care¬ 
ful consideration of other avail¬ 
able buildings and sites within a 
100-mile radius, and meeting with 
other communities to find out 
what they are doing. Other con¬ 
siderations include site selection 
and building characteristics in¬ 
cluding ceiling height and column 
spacing. 

Financing. Calloway encour¬ 
aged economic development of¬ 
ficials to consider every financing 
option available, as well as ALL 
projected costs and determining 
who the borrowing entity will 
be. Potential financing options 
include local banks, local govern¬ 
ment, utilities, local developers, 
fundraisers, and a TVA loan. 

Design. Design considerations 
include ceiling height, column 
spacing, building layout, and 
whether or not to pour the floor. 
Calloway said different produc¬ 
tion methods require different 
flooring. 

Other steps include the bidding 
process, construction, and mar¬ 
keting.

Imagine waking up one morning 
and finding a wall separates you 
from the other side of town.

13,1961 in Berlin, Germany. 
People who lived in East Berlin 
awoke to find that overnight 


workers had destroyed the streets 
into West Berlin and erected 
a barbed wire fence border. 
Whichever side of the border 
people went to sleep on the night 
of Aug. 12 was the side they were 
stuck on for the next 28 years. 

The East German government 
built the Berlin Wall to keep 
its citizens from crossing into 
West Germany for a better life. 

It stretched 96 miles and cut 
off more than 60,000 people. 
Eventually, the Wall became 


a concrete 
fortress with 
watchtowers, 
patrolling 
soldiers and 
minefields. 


After World 
War II, the 
United States, 

Great Britain, 

France and the 
Soviet Union 

divided the conquered country 
of Germany and its capital city, 
Berlin, into four zones. The 
U.S., Great Britain and France 
combined their zones to form 
West Germany. The Soviet Union 
created East Germany. 

Living conditions in the East 
and West became very different.

West Germany 
prospered. 

People living 
there were able 
to live well, buy 
goods and travel. 
But the Soviet 
Union depleted 
East Germany’s 
assets. Under 
communist rule, 
the economy 

suffered and individual freedoms 
were restricted. 

East Germans began moving into 
West Berlin. By 1961, more than 2 
million people had left. Desperate 
to keep its citizens, East Germany 
decided to build a wall to keep its 
people from crossing the border.

H The Berlin Wall began as a 
fence but evolved to include an 
inner wall, a 300 -foot No-Man’s 
Land, soldiers patrolling with dogs, 
anti-vehicle trenches, electric 
fences, massive light systems, 
watch towers, and minefields. 

■ The fourth and final version 
of the Berlin Wall consisted of 
concrete slabs reaching nearly 12 - 
feet high, and 4 -feet wide. 

■ A few openings along the Berlin 
Wall, called checkpoints, were used 
by officials with special permission 


to cross the border. The most 
famous, Checkpoint Charlie, was on 
the border between East and West 
Berlin and was featured in movies 
and books. 

■ More than 100 people died 
trying to cross the border into West 
Germany and thousands were 
imprisoned. Guards were instructed 
to shoot traitors trying to escape. 

■ Border hostilities had already 
made Berlin the only place in 
Germany where people could move 
back and forth within the country.

Parkway. “We began negotiations 
approximately one month ago 
and look to present a contract by 
December 1.”
